Word of the Emperor’s refined habits spread over his kingdom (in East Orange, 
New Jersey) and beyond. Two scoundrels who had heard of the Emperor’s vanity 
decided to take advantage of it.

"Come in," the Emperor ordered. Even as they bowed, the two scoundrels pretended 
to be holding large roll of fabric.

Before citing these issues, we would like to bring to your attention a summary of remarks 
from our shaikh, Shaikh Rabee pointed out with extreme accuracy the errors of Abool 
Hasan Al-Misree, Al-Ma’ribee may Allaah guide him to the correct manhaj of the 
Salaf. 


Please take note to the similarities between the two neo-salafees (Abool Hasan Al- 
Ma’ribee and Abu Muslimah) and that this treatise ‘The Emperor’ was compiled 


before our shaikh made his comments! 


And they comprise of: 


1. Revilement of the Sahaabah (and then playing games, trying to play it away, and 
explain it away, when confronted with it). 


2. Praise and commendation of Sayyid Qutb, making excuses for him, and defending 
him. 


3. His praise of Al-Maghraawee. 


4. Concerning his explaining a principle of ''the general and the specific" i.e. he says 
that the general should always be referred to the specific, and then applying this 
principle to the Innovators, such that nothing from them can be criticized at all this 
is the direction that this principle is tended towards. This is the actual implication of 
this principle - for which he was criticized by the scholars. 


5. His attacks against the Salafees, mocking them, and making them flee from Jarh 
and Ta'deel. 


6. His words of implied belittlement and attack against Shaikh Mugbil, may Allaah 
have mercy on him 


7. Making people flee from refutations and revilement of those who make 
refutations. 


8. Practically implementing a new manhaj by which the following is intended: 


a) A form of Al-Muwaazanah for the innovators and those are upon deviant 
methodologies. 


b) Accommodation of them. 
c) Making excuses for them. 


d) Directing others to them, and to their cassettes. 


In the Name of Allaah, the Beneficent, the Merciful 


The purpose of this treatise is to clear up once and for all the doubts of the doubters and 
the skepticisms of the skeptics concerning Abu Muslimah, his da'wah and his goal. 


This inshaa Allaahu Ta'aalaa will be accomplished by presenting direct quotes either 
textual or statements that trustworthy people have heard him state, or via audiocassette. 


These issues that are being presented in this paper are just a few of the many seriously 
grave errors, statements and crimes against Ahlus Sunnah wal Jamaa’ah worldwide. 


«* Errors in Aqeedah and Manhaj 


Q His calling the people of ‘Masjidud Diraar’ i.e. Masjid Ashaabul Yameen on 
4" Ave in East Orange, NJ. munaafigoon or hypocrites! 


Our brother in Islaam and student at the College of Hadeeth at Madeenah University, 
Aboo Hakeem Bilaal Davis Al-Jamaykee As-Salafee has informed us that after talking 
to Abu Muslimah on one occasion it seems as though he does not distinguish the 
difference between An-Nifaaqul ‘amalee (Hypocrisy of actions) and An-Nifaaqul 
I’tiqaadee (Hypocrisy of belief or the heart) and even if he did, his mere statement that 
they are munaafiqoon is a serious, serious mistake! 


Q His tape entitled: “Jihaad: The Da’wah of the First Muslims’” is full of 





ridiculous mistakes in the area of ageedah. 


These issues (beginning with the misleading title of the lecture) will be dealt with in 
detail — inshaa Allaah — in the future. 


Q His concept of ‘the people in charge’ and that they are the administration of 
the Masjid, holding similar authority to those entrusted with authority in the 
land of the Muslims. 


One of the many things resultant from this is his making permissible the applying of the 
‘hadd’*, and hitting the Muslims in general. So he has the weird opinion that striking the 
Muslims is permitted which is indicative by his statements on more than one occasion. 


For example, after some of the brothers asked him (in Germantown, Philadelphia) did he 
hit our brother Aboo Abdis Salaam Siddeeq (one of the Salafees he included as the 
enemies of Islaam and Muslims in his now infamous khutbah entitled ‘Beware of the 
Enemies from among the Muslims’ he lied saying he did not hit him. Then he said he 
mashed him “and Ill mash him again’’... 


Consequently, those who oppose him and his cronies are to be “dealt with and served!” 
He in this sense, upheld the legacy set by the other ‘big leaders’ here in the States and 
consequently 


' It is ironic that our Shaikh Abdul Maalik Ramadaanee Al-Jazaa’iree As-Salafee delivered an informative 
lecture at Masjid As-Sunnah An-Nabawiyyah in Germantown Philadelphia, Pa. (originally) entitled: 
“Da’wah: The Jihaad of the First Muslims.” Unfortunately, the lecture was renamed “Da’wah: Another 
form of Jihaad!”’ 

* The corporal punishment inflicted upon a criminal by sanction of the Islaamic judicial system. For 
example, his ‘goon squad’ punching and whipping those ‘criminals’ in the basement area of the masjid who 
had transgressed some boundaries, like beating their wives. In one particular incident they broke the nose 
and rib of one Muslim brother! We have received this information from some of the brothers who were 
amongst those who inflicted these punishments and— Al-Hamdulillaah - have now repented and returned to 
Salafiyyah. And our Prophet, sallallaahu ‘alaihe wa sallam, has said: “There is no witnessing information 
like the eyewitness!” Extracted and collected by Imaams Ahmad and Al-Bukhaaree. 


> Called for an Ameer to be established for the Salafees! 


This has already been dealt with briefly in our first installment of ‘Uncovering the 
Hidden Hizbee’ and will be explained in more detail — inshaa Allaah — in the future. 


But we want to call your attention to one important aspect, and that is, one of the 
many signs of the People of Innovations and Division is that they will accept the 
ruling and fataawaa of those respected Ulamaa of Ahlus Sunnah wal Jamaa’ah, like 
Al-Muftee, Al-Imaam Shaikh Abdul Azeez bin Baazand Muhammad ibn Saalih 
Al-Uthaymeen if the opinions of those scholars agree with what serves their ideas 


and goals they desire to reach! 


So in these circumstances you will find them elevating the rank of and praising the 
status of the scholars, speaking highly of them. Saying how much they love them etc. 
They will hold them to be scholars of high repute only when there is a need and when 
there is no need for those beacons of light in the gloom of night,’ then they deem 
them to be ignorant of the current affairs of the Muslim Ummah. Thus, it is as if they 
are the masters of these scholars, turning to them for the religious fataawaa only if it 
serves their interest just as the master turns to his slaves! 


One example of this, is this opportunist Abu Muslimah’s statement about the Muftee 
of this Ummah during this time , Shaikh Bin Baaz allowing the Kuffaar into the 
Arabia Peninsula during so-called Desert Storm he said: 


“J ain’t going never take from him (Shaikh Bin Baaz) again!” 


And his statement about our beloved, the Faqeeh of this Ummah Shaikh AI- 
Uthaymeen after discussing with our brother Taahir Wyatt an issue concerning a 
mishap one of the other American brothers he said: 


“..that’s just more proof that they (the Ulamaa in general and the two cited above 
specifically) don’t really understand our situation in America!” 


Yet we find him taking the fatwaa from the book entitled: ‘Muslim Minorities: 
Fataawaa Regarding Muslims living as Minorities’ for his goal of establishing an 
‘ameer’ for the ‘salafees’ in America of which he told some of the Ulamaa he had 


nothing to with! 


Q His application of boycotting is totally out of order and doesn’t coincide with 
the Manhaj of the Salaf, as he applies it haphazardly without any 
consideration of weighing the masaalih (benefits) and the mafaasid (harms). 


> Refer to the soon to be released book entitled ‘The Most Beloved by Allaah’ under the hadeeth ‘The Most 
Beloved People to Allaah’ by Dawud Adib. May Allaah make it easy for him to complete it and benefit the 
people! 


And, therefore, you find him boycotting the ‘Brothers United’ Hajj package, the private 
school Daarul Argaam (of which he called ‘Madrasatul Faariqah’ or the ‘School of 
Discord and Division’ and everyone seen at the 4'" Ave. Masjid. He would not give them 
the salaams nor anyone who gave them the salaams! However, he did not abandon or 
boycott Siraj Wahhaj (whom he calls his friend), Hamzah Yusuf, a known caller to 
Tasawwuf and the Ash’aree aqeedah and those similar to them but yet you see him with 
them at a conference in Connecticut a couple of summers ago! 


Additionally, we have found him a regular attendant of the DIH and IANA‘ conferences 
in the past. 
Q His Suhbah (associates) and Ulfah (intimate friends): 


Another one of the glaring signs of deviation from the manhaj and pure fitnah is indicated 
by one’s associates and friends for definitely a man is on the deen (religion) and nahj 
(methodology) of his friend. 


Thus, another clear act of misguidance from this scoundrel is his praising, support of, 
listening to, sitting with, taking from and inviting to their Masjid, the likes of those 
people who are known by the scholars of Ahlus Sunnah, their major students and the 
Salafees (in general) for their deviance, takfeer of the Muslim rulers, criticism of the 
Ulamaa of Ahlus Sunnah and outright belittlement of the da'wah itself like for instance: 
Suhaib Hasan from England, Muhammad Abdul Magqsood from Egypt, Abdullaah 
As-Sabt from Al Kuwait and others like them. 


Let us give you an example of some of their statements, statements that they made before 


they invited or allowed them to come to lecture to them at their center in East Orange, 
New Jersery, Masjid Ahlul Bid'ah! 


Suhaib Hasan stated that the science of Al-Jarh wat Ta'deel” is an exclusive 
matter for the earlier scholars and it is not fitting for any one of this 


present time. 


Suhaib Hasan stated that: 


“ Daar of Islaamic Heritage and Islaamic Assembly of North America Established by the People of 
Knowledge from among the Da’ watus Salafiyyah as neo-salafee hizbee organizations! 
> The science of criticizing and praising individuals, books and groups. 


“the followers of (Shaikh Rabee) Al-Madkhalee that are present in Birmingham, 
England that it is sufficient to observe their conduct and character in order to know 
how their 'ulamaa in Al-Madeenah really are!” 


During one Ramadaan (while in England where he lives) Suhaib Hasan invited Sayyid 
Mutawallee Dirsh even though he acknowledges his vast misguidance. 


Moreover, he stated that he sat with Dirsh and said he debated the issue of Allaah's 
Istiwaa'.° Needless to say, this individual has written a book entitled ‘The Muslims in 
Europe in which he mocked the hijaab (of the woman). This book is being sold in 
bookstores. 

Additionally, he stated in that same book that in Europe there are two types of Muslims: 


1. The intellectual who neglects the Qur'aan. 


2. The extremist who are regressive and wish to send people back to the era 


of riding camels; these are the Wahhaabiyoon i.e. Salafiyyoon! 


Suhaib said that: 


'"...these youth (i.e. the Salafees) want me to forsake my relationship with Dirsh 
despite my friendship with him for nearly twenty years...""! 


This is exactly what Abu Muslimah has done with Zaid Shakir of whom he calls one of 
his noble, respected shaikhs! 


Suhaib stated that the Shuyookh and scholars who come to England and cautioned 
people against Surooriyyah’ and Hizbiyyah® (and he mentioned them by name): 


Shaikhs Saleem Al-Hilaalee As-Salafee, 
Muhammad AI-Anjaree Al-Kuwaitee As-Salafee, 


6 Allaah's ascension over His Thronein a manner befitting His majesty and greatness. 

™The methodology of those who follow Muhammad Zainul ‘Aabideen Suroor a man filled with jealousy 
and hatred of the Ulamaa of the Salaf and has performed unrestrained takfeer of all the Rulers and Scholars 
absolutely. A very dangerous matter! 

5 in short, blind partisanship. Please refer to the book entitled 'The Call to Allaah between Group 
Partisanship & Legislated Co-operation' with the original title 'Muslim Unity In Light of the Numerous 
Group & Parties' by the Muhaddith and Shaikh Alee Hasan A1-Halabee. 
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Muhammad ibnu Haadee Al-Madkhalee As-Salafee, 
Abu Anas Al-Kuwaitee As-Salafee. 


He said: "they come (to England) only to incite dissension and bring to us in this land 
the problems they have in the Gulf"! 


Additionally, Suhaib said from the minbar, "Why didn't the salafees want to come to our 
convention?” 


He also warned people concerning the salafees and a convention they were about to have 
in Birmingham, England that year. 


A convention at which Shaikhs Mugqbil, may Allaah have mercy upon him and Ubayd 
Al-Jaabiree spoke via telephone. Also among those who spoke were Shaykhs, 
Muhammad AI-Anjaree and Abu Anas. 


Suhaib said that the methodology of the Ikhwaanul Muslimoon is superior to the 
manhaj of the Salafees. 


This statement was also heard by Abu Khadijah (of Salafipublications ) and others there 
in Birmingham, England. 


In speaking about Abdur-Rahmaan Abdul-Khaaliq’, Suhaib said: 
"He is a superb salafee! 


Suhaib Hasan also stated that the opinions of Shaykh Mugqbil, Shaykh Rabee' and the 
scholars of Ash Shaam and their likes ought to be rejected for the simple fact that they 
are based merely on personal disgust!" 


Suhaib stated that the statements of Shaikhs Al-Anjaree and Al-Madkhalee 
concerning Hassan Al-Bannaa oppose the methodology of the salaf because the intrinsic 
element of their methodology is to leave all of the virtues of an individual and thereafter 


mention some of his vice. This statement was mentioned in the presence of Abu 
Khadijah. 


° Originally from Egypt now residing in AF Kuwait he is a neo-salafee following in the footsteps of the 
Surooriyyah who are also responsible for reviling the Ulamaa, ‘revising’ the understanding of Tawheed, 
and promoting blind partisanship among other things. 
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Suhaib acknowledged this even though he knows that Hasan Al-Bannaa was a Soofee 
and a Mufawwidh (rejector of the Attributes of Allaah). As he (Suhaib Hasan) himself 
narrates, he Hasan Al-Bannaa "would visit the shrines and indulge in many innovatory 
practices"! 


As for Muhammad Abdul Magsood, then Supreme Tawfeeg (as Abu Muslimah used 
to call himself while in his first two years of AFMadeenah and even received mail in that 
name) was warned of him by Shaikh Aboo Haatim Usaamah Al-Qoosee at a camp that 
was held in Canada in 1998. 


Even though the Shaikh (Usaamah AI-Qoosee) explained to him in detail Abdul 
Magsood's deviance, that he was a takfeeree and that he should not be invited to their 
masjid there in East Orange, he still not only allowed him to come and lecture but also 
sold his tapes in their bookstore! To add insult to injury Abu Muslimah lied to 
Shaikhs Rabee and Mugbil and said: 


"We did not invite him but rather he was visiting a Masjid in the area and just stopped 
by!" 


Since then he has been there at least five or six more times whether they invited him or 
not, he was allowed to speak! 


In addition to this and inspite of Muhammad Abdul Magqsood's clear deviance in terms 
of his takfeer of the rulers, belittlement of Shaikh Muhammad Naasiruddeen Al 
Albaanee and his students like Shaikh Alee Hasan and his attribution of Irjaa’? to them 
they sell his tapes from their website and also call him our Shaikh! This can be heard also 
on the tape 'Who’s making Fitnah in East Orange?' recorded at the Masjid there in East 
Orange! 


This is in spite of the fact that he - Abu Muslimah - claimed to have studied 
‘Explanation of the Creed' by Imaam A\I-Barbahaaree - from cover to cover - while in 
AlMadeenah University where it states on page 106 that Sufyaan Ath-Thawree said: 
"Whoever listens to a person of innovation has left the protection of Allaah and is 
entrusted to it - meaning the innovation." 


And on page 107 Fudayl ibn 'Tyaad said: "Whoever honors an innovator has assisted in 
the demolition of Islaam"'! 


10 The belief that Eemaan is merely what is in the heart. Those who adhere to such beliefs are called 
Murji'ah those who believed that works of the heart contribute to Emaan. And amongst them are those 
who do not hold that the works of the heart contribute to Eemaan.

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Regarding Abdullaah As-Sabt, then he did not bring him to the Masjid to just lecture but 
in reality to give him a type of tazkiyyah or commendation! 


[We will probably see Al-Maghraawee"! from Morocco visiting there soon] 


But unfortunately, Abdullaah As-Sabt himself is in need of a tazkiyyah as Shaikh Alee 
Hasan Al-Halabee and Shaikh Saleem AI-Hilaalee stated when they heard about his 
statements of praise for Abu Muslimah! 

Before we continue we would like to make an important point, and that is, while 
Abdullaah As-Sabt was visiting the Masjid he made a few statements of innovation and 
Abu Muslimah - may Allaah guide him - of which he did not even attempt to refute or 
correct publicly. 


Something that Abu Muslimah would have normally done with someone who was 
clearly salafee in his manhaj, but opposed him or someone who was not necessarily 
salafee but just lacking knowledge of the clear way like the former imaam and founder of 
that Islaamic Center there in East Orange, NJ, Ahmad Burhaanee. 


As for this unsteady hizbee Abdullaah As-Sabt, he did not bother to correct him 
publicly which was required of him because his statement of incorrectness was done 
publicly! 


But rather we hear and witness what he said about Ahmad Burhaanee on the day of the 
Eed in front of about one thousand people including brother Ahmad's children! 


During Abdullaah As-Sabt's visit to Masjidu Ahlul Bid'ah (commonly known as 
Masjidu Ahlis Sunnah) he was questioned by one of the brothers there and as translated 


by Hishaam Alee, the Egyptian car dealer and close associate and supporter of 
Muhammad Abdul Maqsood: 


"Our imaam here, studied, came back and he teaches us and we learn from him and 
we don't know anything except good from him. He teaches Allaah said, His Messenger 
said, and that's what we learn from him, which is to follow what the Prophet came with 
and to follow the understanding from the People of Knowledge. 


i Al-Maghraawee is an neo-Salafee from Morocco who has - among other things - an understanding of 
idols and idol-worship, which in reality is parallel to the extremist manhaj of Qutb and Mawdoodee, 
accuses the whole Ummah and every Muslim of the Nifaaq which Allaah has attributed to the outright 
Munaafiqeen, who shall be in the lowest depths of the Fire and a concept of bai'ah which comprises shades 
of revolutionism and the disacknowledgement of bai'ahs given by the people of knowledge to the leaders of 
Islaam through the ages. 
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But suddenly, someone comes and says he has problems with the People of Knowledge. 
What should our position be in the community?" So the unsteady Abdullaah As-Sabt 
said: 

"Firstly, there are no differences or problems between the Shaikh (Abu Muslimah), 
your imaam and the Ulamaaa. For the Ulamaa - the majority of them [vast majority of 
them, that is] - we have not heard from them anything. But rather [it is only]. Shaikh 
Rabee - may Allaah preserve him - who spoke against the Shaikh (Abu Muslimah) 


kalaam ghara mabniyyin ‘alaal Ilm 
(statements not based on knowledge)!” 
Some questions that should now be asked are as follows: 

e Was it proper for the unsteady one, Abdullaah As-Sabt to call Abu Muslimah 
shaikh while calling Shaikh Rabee shaikh? Does this not imply that they are 
equal? 

e Is it befitting the character and veracity of a scholar to speak about someone 
without knowledge? 


e And if he does make disparaging, criticizing, statements of dispraise about 
someone does he have to personally know him? 


If the answer to the third question is that it is not befitting or correct then it was also not 
not befitting or correct for the great imaams of the past like Al-Bukhaaree, Muslim, 
Aboo Daawood, At-Tirmidhee, Ibnu Maajah, An-Nasaa'ee, Maalik, Ash-Shaafi’ee, 
Yahyaa ibnu Ma'een, Ahmad ibnu Hanbal, Adh-Dhahabee, Ad-Daraqutnee, 
Abdullaah ibnul Mubaarak and their like to make such statements about individuals 
who lived thousands of nautical miles away from them such as: 

"He is a forger" 

"He is a liar" 

"So and so has a defective memory" 

"So and so was accused of lying" 


Without even meeting the people they criticized? 


The truth and fact of the matter is that when a trustworthy, reliable person came to them 
with information concerning those people they accepted the information! 
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In the not so distant past, Shaikh Mugbil said about Abdullaah As-Sabt: "So we are 
resolved to assail with our tapes and our books the Jam'iyyah Thyaa at-Turaath and 
‘Abdur-Rahmaan 'Abdul-Khaaliq, and the unsteady Abdullaah As-Sabt, and 
[regarding him, i.e., As-Sabt] sometimes he affirms Hizbiyyah [and at] others he 
forbids it - on a single tape! Sometimes he affirms the Jamaa'‘ahs [at] other times he 
rejects them. And this is how it is. Study, study O 'Abdullaah As-Sabt. I advise you for 
Allaah, seeking Allaah's Face, that you study and learn so that you may call to Allaah 
upon clear knowledge and not remain unsteady"'. 


The Shaikh [Mugqpbil] also said about him: 


"that I should speak and warn against your Hizbiyyah and that which you are upon, so 
that you may free yourselves before Allaah from Hizbiyyah. This is an obligation!” 
Then the Shaikh, may Allaah have mercy on him mentioned the authentic hadeeth of the 
Prophet: 


"Whoever amongst you sees an evil then let him remove it with his hand, and if he is 
not able, then with his tongue, and if he is not able then with his heart and that is the 
weakest of Eemaan!" 

Are you still wondering why he brought these people to the Islaamic Center of America? 


It is clear! Because a man is on the deen (manhaj) of his friend and he also hangs out with 
and accompanies those whom he loves! 


** His blatant disrespect and belittlement for the People of 
Knowledge. 


Q His standing up raising his voice challenging in disrespectful manner 
Shaikh Usaamah A} Qoosee in NY, after encouraging his followers in 
their masjid in East Orange to wear their ‘Masjidu Ahlis Sunnah’ 
sweatshirts and hoodies in a gang like uniform manner! 


Q His statement, “the Ulamaa have made statements, and I have the 
position I stand on!” 


This is the statement of a man who claims to follow the Ulamaa but with the above 
statement he openly declares his opposition to them In addition to that, this statement 


is one of extreme arrogance! 


Q His statement that “‘they’re men, just like we’re men!” Is this the way we view 
our scholars, the heirs of the Prophet? 


Q His statement concerning Shaikh Rabee’: ““He’s dead wrong, and I told him to 
his face he’s dead wrong!” 
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This statement can be looked at from two angles: 


1-This is extremely disrespectful to say to an elder not to mention a scholar and 

2-He lied! As witnesses to this incident that year in Makkah testify to that he never even 
said those words!” This is similar to his other claimed statement: “T told the shaikh; Iam 
not afraid of you!” 


Q About five years ago in their hotel room in Makkah he was heard by one brother, 
Abdullaah McFee, a student for the last four years at Shaikh Mugbil’s camp 
commenting on the fatwaa of the Muftee of our time, Al-Imaam Abdul Azeez 
bin Baaz concerning the permissibility of women wearing gold in the form of a 
circle or otherwise: 


“My wife (Umm Muslimah) could have done a better job (in trying to refute Al-Imaam 
Al-Albaanee who held the position that the women could not wear any gold in the form 
of a circle) than that!” 


a After our brother Taahir Wyatt, a student at the Islaamic University of Al- 
Madeenah in the College of Hadeeth, asked Abu Muslimah how was the talk 
of Shaikh Ubayd Al-Jaabiree — one the major ulamaa - for the American 
pilgrims during the year of 1999 he retorted: 


“T think anybody in the room could have given that talk.” 


Then he went on to say that he debated the shaikh about the issue of giyaas when he was 
a student (at the University) and that the shaikh didn’t have any response for him. 
According to Shaikh Jarboo’, Abu Muslimah was well known for this postion while a 
student in A-Madeenah! 


Q His statement that Muhammad Abdul Magqsood, the Takfeeree was on the 
same level or higher than Shaikh Al-Albaanee, the Sunnee! 


Q His claim that the Ulamaa don’t have evidence. He has said this with Shaikh 
Faalih Al-Harbee — one of the major Ulamaa — and that he didn’t have any 
evidence for what he stated concerning him. 

He has used this statement on many occasions in the past with regards to that now famous 
meeting which was initiated by Abdur Rahmaan (Hernando) Lammers with Shaikh 
Rabee’. 


For example, he said on the tape recorded at the Germantown masjid: 


“He (Shaikh Rabee) has not evidence for his statements.” Coupled with that, is his 
claim that he doesn’t have to prove himself and that the proof is on Shaikh Rabee’! 
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His saying: “this issue of what the scholars are saying, they’re only saying it based on 
what the people have said to them!” 


Please don’t forget what Abdullaah As-Sabt said about Shaikh Rabee at Masjidu Ahlis 
Sunnah that Shaikh commented about Abu Muslimah without knowledge! 


This is a blatant lie from Abu Muslimah! For he knows that the statements of Shaikh 
Rabee’ concerning the now uncovered hizbee, liar Abu Muslimah were based _on the 


tape and his personal meeting with him not soley based on narration! 


This is to his own admission as he says: “...and what I had heard in that meeting (with 
Shaikh Rabee during Hajj that year) is a statement that I had made (on the tape 
entitled “The Aqeedah of Abool Hasan Al-Ash’aree” that the Ulamaa unrestrictedly 
were not Salafees)...” 


So this is a clear admission that he did in fact hear (the tape) and that he remembers 
that Shaikh Rabee’ heard the tape in that sitting negating the issue of the Shaikh 
making a statement based upon speculation or lack of knowledge! 


Wa laa hawla wa laa quwwata illa billaah! 


We seek refuge with Allaah from Abu Muslimah, his lies, contradictions and his 
selective amnesia! 


What all of this does is, causes the people to lose trust in the People of Knowledge, and 
he has mentioned this on many occasions and those statements are recorded. 


Q Ina masjid in Philadelphia, PA he the now uncovered hizbee said and this is 
recorded for anyone who desires to hear it: 


“And we have been commanded to deal with those people and the people that want to 
call that fighting a muslim - Wallaahe — it’s stopping foolishness and it’s defense of the 
haqgq (truth)...there is something else called fitnah and division and stopping hard 
work and undermining the efforts of the muslims. The people who do this we’re going 
to look at it like that and we’ll treat them and deal with them like that —inshaa Allaahu 
Tabaarak Wa ‘Ta’aalaa — so if the people have something to say then they should 
make sure that what they — inshaa Allaah — falls in the right way, because if it falls the 
wrong way I fear — Wallaahe — that people are going to be dealt with in the wrong way 
for what they do! 


Differing is one thing and causing fitnah and problems and trying to stop the good 
that’s going on is another thing and we are not to stupid to know the difference 
between the two. I hope that the people who spread tales - and what have you — that 
they know the difference between the two so that they don’t get caught on the wrong 
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side I am sorry as one of the shaikhs said after he had a couple of lumps placed on his 
head! 


You don’t have to be sorry after you had a couple of lumps placed on your head to be 
sorry that you caused all that fitnah, you should watch yourself from the 
beginning!”’... 


He also was heard saying about the Shaikh when it was requested from him to repent to 
Allaah and go to the shaikh and straighten out his affairs: '"How can I go to a man who 
is blind in one eye and was cast out of Al-Madeenah?" When Shaikh Usaamah Ak 
Qoosee heard this he said: “This is the description of Dajjaal!” 


On another occasion he said: “blind in one eye and has diabetes!” 


Connected to this, is his statement regarding the unfortunate incident of those who 
pounced upon our noble father and shaikh, Shaikh Ubaylaan (and on another occasion 
Muhammad Amaan A]-Jaamee) — may Allaah have mercy on him - in those days in 
AlMadeenah where those misguided students physically attacked our shaikh, Shaikh 
Ubaylaan resulting him to be hospitalized for his staunch and unwavering defense of 
this illustrious manhaj but after his release forgave those who pounced without mercy! 


In fact, when delivering a lecture just last year he said that if the Shaikh [implying 
Rabee’] told him to follow him instead of the Qur’aan and the Sunnah he would tell the 
Shaikh to his face: 


“Shaikh, You are a dajjaal!” 


And yet another occasion of extreme disrespect towards the Ulamaa is his statement after 
departing from Shaikh Rabee after that Hajj and returning to America being the target of 
the Shaikh's clear spade calling, Abu Muslimah said: 


"We should have put some hickeys and lumps on his (Rabee's) head, broke him up and 
put him in the hospital. They (the Saudi authorities) would have only detained us for a 
few days then let us go because we are Americans!" 


There are at least eleven different people who heard him say this and are willing to bear 
witness that he said it, wa laa hawla wa laa quwwata illaa billaah! 


** His defamation, belittlement and unjustified disparagement of the 
students of knowledge and callers of the Da’watus Salafiyyah or 
anyone else in general of whom he does not hold esteem for. 
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This he has managed to accomplish explicitly or implicitly. 
> From among the many signs of the Ahlul Bid’ ah wal Furqah (People of 
Innovation and Division and Seperation) is that they try to find fault with the 
people in general and more specifically those of Ahlus Sunnah wal Jamaa’ah 
in anything they can. One of the ruses in the bag of tricks and subterfuge of 
Abu Muslimah is to point out the slips and mistakes of people in a ridiculing 
manner. 


For instance, when the former imaam and founder of the masjid, Ahmad Burhaanee 
(the same person of whom Abu Muslimah called a deviant during the Eed khutbah, as 
we have already mentioned) was invited with two other individuals'” to do a talk at 
their masjid entitled “Advice to the Muslims Based on Experience.” In a very sly 
way he belittled one of the speakers in front of everyone! 


On at least two occasions in the past, one of those occasions recorded on the tape entitled 
‘Ambush at Fajr' and the co-title given to the same tape by Abu Muslimah himself, 
‘Dawud Adib on Trial' Abu Muslimah implies that he returned to America and more 
specifically the Newark/East Orange, New Jersey area to assist Aboo Tasneem Dawud 
Adib who had already established the work of the Salafee da'wah i.e. spreading its 
ageedah and manhaj. And we don't praise anyone after Allaah. So why is it that Abu 
Muslimah (who rather should be called Abu Mufsidah or the Possessor of Corruption) 
state or allowed to be stated the following on their website following: 


DEFINITION OF PROBLEM 

In the eighties, a Muslim community was established in East Orange, New Jersey, as the 
Islamic Center of East Orange. At the time, the modest, three-story building, which had 
only 6000 square feet of musallaa area, was sufficient for the needs of the community. 


"2 One of the two invited was Hamid Abdul Azeem, the imaam of Masjid Darus Salaam in Buffalo, NY. 
His relationship with Abu Muslimah is very clear where he states in that lecture that Abu Muslimah is like 
a son to him, considers him his imaam. In this same lecture, we find him butchering the aayaat of Allaah’s 
Book, ahaadeeth of the our Prophet and Khutbatul Haajah.yet we don’t hear Abu Muslimah correcting him 
in front of the people. Even though brother Hamid at his own admission began his study of the Arabic 
language in 1975. What is the reason? It seems as though it is because he is supporter of his ‘son’. He is the 
same supporter who said in an article he entitled “Zslaamic Gyspy Pyromanics’: “Show us the errors in 
Fiqh or Manhaj or Aqeedah on the tapes of Abu Muslimah?” During that same lecture, we find Abu 
Muslimah ‘correcting’ Ahmad Burhaanee in front of the people who also made mistakes in his recitation of 
the Qur’aan, though not nearly as bad as our brother Hamid saying: “Before we bring on the next speaker, 
T just want to make a comment so that we stay on track — inshaa Allaah — Imaam Ahmad Burhaanee has 
retired from being the Imaam for over seven years now, and it seems like he might have been a little 
nervous So please overlook any mistakes in the quotation of aayaats or Arabic, as the Imaam has studied 
in the neighborhood of thirty years of the Arabic language...” We ask you the reader, what was the 


purpose or point of him highlighting the former imaam’s mistakes, then mentioning the almost three 


decades of study of the Arabic language? 
It is a though he is saying: “You see this guy you had as your imaam? He has been studying all those years 


and still can’t recite properly!” 
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But as time passed, the community underwent changes in leadership, and gradually the 


community began to be redirected and reeducated toward the true deen of Allaah and 
the authentic Sunnah of His Prophet. 


This statement implies that at least one of the imaams (if not both) before him was not 
teaching the true deen of Allaah nor the authentic Sunnah of his Prophet! 


And this is why we find him and his blind followers not only saying that the Da’ watus 
Salafiyyah began when he arrived but also that Dawud Adib is not salafee as one sister 
retorted when someone from out of town unkno wingly asked to purchase some Dawud 
Adib tapes from their masjid she said: “We don’t sell his tapes here because he is not on 
the manhaj of the Salaf!” 


Additionally, we find him making disparaging statements about salafee people and 
organizations even going as far as saying that they are in trying to dismantle the manhaj 
itself! 


We say this because according to Abu Muslimahthey - Dawud Adib and Abu Uwais 
Abdullaah Ahmad Ali - were and still are trying to harm the progress and the spread of 
the salafee manhaj! The direct quote is as follows: 


""... the person that we were mentioning before, who is doing his national campaign 
against us because he is in our area and his name is Dawud Adib! 


...Dawud Adib has been on a national campaign to defame and discredit me and the 
work that goes on here. He is (Abu Uwais) Abdullaah ibn Ahmad's (former) brother 
in-law and they have been working together to... uhh... and Allaah Subhaana wa 
Ta'aalaa knows best... uhh...to harm the progress and the spread of the salafee 
manhaj and the progress that the muslims have been making". 


If this is the case dear readers — may Allaah guide you to that which is correct - then why 
have some of the mashaayikh like Shaikh Rabee', Shaikh Saleem AlI-Hilaalee, Shaikh 
Alee Hasan Abdul Hameed Al-Halabee, Shaikh Usaamah AI-Qoosee, Shaikh 
Yahyaa Al-Hajooree, Shaikh Fawzee Al-Atharee, Shaikh Muhammad AI-Anjaree 


commended these two for their soundness of ageedah and correctness of Manhaj? 


What does this imply? 
This statement implies that those respected shuyookh mentioned above either: 


a) themselves don't know who is really a salafee nor those doing the work of 
Salafiyyah or they are 

b) speaking without knowledge 

Abu Muslimah is clearer about the affairs of the aqgeedah and manhaj and its 

people than they are! 
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There is no doubt that the People of the Sunnah are far removed from fitnah. That 
their da’ wah instead enfeebles fitnah. As for those who are from other than their 
people, then you will see that they call towards fitnah. 


And even if some of them don’t call towards it, then their manhaj acts as a productive 
soil where the fitnah can flourish and spread, whether they realize it or not! Hence, 
the Da’ wah of the People of the Sunnah is pure and clear, for surely it leads to purity 
and peace while others love hunting in the dust cloud or in the muddy water 
ascending the hills of misfortunes with the expectation of achieving their plan. 


Regarding those People of Knowledge cited above, then we all are fully aware - or should 
be aware - that those whom have the greatest fear of Allaah after the Prophets and 
Messengers, then their Companions and those who surely do not speak except with clear 
knowledge and deep insight are the Ulamaa! 


So the question to you dear reader — may Allaah keep your feet on the Manhaj of the 
Salaf - why then would someone take the word or opinion of one who has clearly been 
exposed for his debauchery, underhandedness, deception and out right lies over 
those well known shuyookh unless he himself is desiring destruction, error and 
misguidance? 





We don't understand why...do you? 


> Another ploy to debase people and humiliate them is a tactic they use 
regarding those who don’t sell candy. That is, when a parent wanted to enroll 
his child, they were compelled to sign a contract stipulating that they will take 
two tickets valued at about sixty dollars ($60.00) each and a case or two of 
candy. 


If the parent did not sign the contract their child was not admitted. If they did not sell the 
candy they had to pay anyway even if the candy was all sold! And it would be attached to 
their tuition at the end of the school year even if the tuition had been paid on time in full! 
No report card would be given to the parent nor any grades and worst yet the parent 
would be humiliated in front of the people depicted as ‘not down’ or a committed 
‘member’! 


He would either use the minbar to debase them or the Friday night lectures, nonetheless 
they would be humiliated and made to feel like outcast! 


Imaam Jamaalud-Deen al-Qaasimee (d.1288H) - rahimahullaah - said: 
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From that which is well known about what occurs when people gather together upon 
some matter, is that any group, which becomes strong and has many followers, then you 
will definitely find in them the pure and the impure, the justly-balanced and the 
imbalanced, the extreme and the moderate. And a well-established fact is that the 
extremists are more vocal and have greater acceptance, since the ones who are justly 
balanced follow a middle course. And those who seek this balanced approach are few in 
number, in every age and place. As for extremism, then this is what most people thrive 
upon, and what the over-whelming majority inclines towards - and this has been the path 
of the various sects and religions as well. So the extremists try to monopolise their 


being mention amongst people and to be single in their da'wah. And they did not 
find any way to gain a monopoly over people except by extremism, which they 
achieve by degrading people and belittling them at every possible opportunity; 
either by their tongues, or other than that. And the first to open this door - the door 


of unleashing their tongues against there who oppose them - were the Khawaarij. 
And this is the route by which they came to the masses, through the door of takfeer 


(declaring a Muslim to be an unbeliever), in order that the masses would flee from other 
than them, so that they could then secure a relationship with the masses for themselves. 
Then this disease was transmitted to others, such that the extreme elements of each group 
started unjustly declaring Muslims to be either unbelievers, sinners, innovators or 
deviants...” From the book AlJarh wat Ta’deel; pages 4-5 


¢* That he is a chronic liar and that he plays with the Deen of 
Allaah. 


Q Abu Muslimah - may Allaah guide him and us - really did not think that people 
would find out that between 1996-97 he allowed the children in their school to be 
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taught from one of the books of the father of the Khawaarij of our time and that 
was none other than the author, Sayyid Qutb, and the book, Milestones! 


When confronted by one of the brothers and asked him did he know what was in the 
books of Sayyid Qutb, Abu Muslimahsaid: "7 know... but there are some good things 
in there too!" 


He also has been known to encourage the people to read from Sayyid Qutb’s books and 
the books of Mawdoodee! There are at least one half dozen brothers who will testify to 
this! 


The individual who taught this book to the third and fourth year students of their school, 
which is inappropriately called Madrastu Ahlis Sunnah was a man named Khidr 
Wright Lawrence, a graduate of the Islaamic University of Al Madeenah from the 
college of Hadeeth, well known for his disparagment of Shaikh Al-Albaanee, mocker 
of those brothers who wear their pants above theirankles, opposition towards and 
aversion for the du’aat of the Da’watus Salafiyyah and promotion of the books of 
Sayyid Qutb! 


The hiring of this ‘Shaikh’ Khidr - as he is known - to teach in their school was done 
only after Abu Muslimah sat face to face speaking with him [Khidr] and only after 
speaking to his unsteady shaikh, Abu Aminah Bilal Philips who encouraged him to hire 
him. He, therefore, co-signed for this Shaikh Khidr. 


Abu Muslimah said on the tape entitled ‘Ambush at Fajr’: 


“TI don’t see Khidr, that he is going to come to our school and he’s going to call the 
people to some other manhaj!”’... 


During the month of December 2001, ‘Shaikh Khidr was contacted by phone and asked 
did he, in fact, teach from the book ‘Milestones’. He confirmed that he did. 

Khidr was apprised by the caller, who happens to be one of those who left the 
tomfoolery of Abu Muslimah and repented to Salafiyyah, of the fact that there exist a 
large number of major ulamaa who have warned against the author and his books so he 
retorted: 


(Regardless of what the Ulamaa say) “Read the book for yourself!” 


The question we ask of you, the reader, now is; do you know of any knowledgeable, 
Allaah fearing salafee that would promote Sayyid Qutb's books in any way whatsoever 


especially with the innocent children in a school even if he only taught one class? 


When Abu Muslimah and some of the people employed in the school were asked was it 
true that if that vile book was taught there, they either said 


- that it was not utilized at all 


Wee) 


- or that he (Khidr) only taught from it one time! 
Liar, liar pants on fire! 


It is also very interesting that the crafty Abu Muslimah, tried to be deceptive and twist 
the matter of the books around by saying that the books were left over from the former 
imaam’s (Dawud Adib) administration there and therefore he was to blame for the books 
being there. 


The fact of the matter is: 


That the venom of Sayyid Qutub’s poison and Dawud Adib affected many of the youth 
was one of them. During his tenure as imaam of the masjid there in East Orange, he 
taught a class from one of the books from Sayyid Qutub called Milestones. 


As a result of this poison, brother Dawud delivered a khutbah (his first Eedul Fitr 
khutbah there in East Orange) entitled “Weaknesses of the Ummah and its Remedies”. 


In that khutbah he made a statement of takfeer — may Allaah forgive him and all of us — 
that emanated from that book. After learning about the dangers of Sayyid Qutub and his 
books he immediately repented, rectified and publicly clarified his position. That 
renouncement was done on four seperate occasions: 


The first time was in Manchester, England in front of a group of about twelve Salafee 
brothers and this was in the summer of 1997. 


The second time was in Masjidus Salafis Saalih in Atlanta, GA. 


And the third time was in Masjid As-Sunnah An-Nabawiyyah in Germantown, PA both 
of which were audio recorded and suggested by him to be distributed worldwide! 


And the fourth time was at the Islaamic Center of Daytona Beach, Florida in the spring of 
2002. 


In fact, at the Germantown masjid, brother Dawud -— in the tradition of Abool Hasan 
Ash’aree — he removed his koofee like Abool Hasan of the past removed his cloak and 
threw it to the ground while saying “I am free of that statement I made in the khutbah 
and the teaching of Sayyid Qutub and I throw them like I throw off this koofee!” 


As for the copies of Milestones, they were there in the masjid bookstore before Abu 
Muslimah’s return to the States but they were in a box not being used and were 
purchased by their school for the purpose of teaching the children from them! 


Are you able to smell the fragrance of deception? 
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Do you see how they try to twist the issue and make every one other than them seem 
to be the villain? 


His mentioning that Shaikh Rabee’ retracted all of his statements of dispraise against 
him and that the Shaikh was mislead to say what he said. This was cleared up on the tape 
from Shaikh Rabee during the questions and answers, presented by our noble brother 
Abool Hasan Maalik.'? 


> Ina feeble attempt to keep his momentum as the 'Emperor’ of East Orange 
with his implicit bay'ah, he decided to visit Shaikh Mugpbil last summer while 
he was in LA and we should know that at that time the Shaikh was very sick 
and did not know him personally, may Allaah have mercy on him. 


He sat with him for about two or three days talking to him and telling him about his 'work 
of da'wah' in America. The Shaikh made some general statements of praise about him (of 
which one would make about any Muslim that presents himself as Abu Muslimah did to 
the Shaikh. That meeting in LA resulted in the tape; ‘Abu Muslimah meets Shaikh 
Mugbil: ‘Defending the Attacks against Masjidu Ahlis Sunnah'. This lecture was held 
on November 2 & 3, 2001 at their masjid in East Orange. 


This was an attempt to gain a tazkiyah from the Shaikh, which eventually backfired on 
Abu Muslimah as you will soon see. 

As for that which backfired, then that was during the Hajj of 2001 where approximately 
one half dozen brothers visited the noble muhaddith, Shaikh Mugpbil in the Azeeziyyah 
district in Makkah brought there by Zaahid Rashid. Without being prompted, Shaikh 
Mugpbil began to talk about Abu Muslimah. The Shaikh said: “First of all, I did not 
give him a tazkiyah and he did not ask for one. And if he says that I did, then let him 
produce the paper for surely he has some problems that he needs to recant and 
correct!” 





The ear and eyewitnesses to this event were the brothers: 

e Alee Yahyaa, originally from Atlanta, Georgia, USA and a student at Ummul 
Quraa University in Makkah. 
Zaahid Rashid, from NY and also a student at that time at Ummul Quraa. 
Dawud Burbank from Salafipublications in Birmingham, England. 
Abu Khadijah Abdul Wahid from Salafipublications in Birmingham, England. 
Dawud Adib from Neptune, N.J. USA 


A similar scenario occurred that same year at his hospital room in Jeddah he was visited 
by some American students from the University of AF Madeenah and the Shaikh asked 
one of them present again without being prompted: 

“Do you know Abu Muslimah?” The brother responded: “Well Shaikh not personally 
because I am from NY and he is from NJ!” The Shaikh then said:

“Well, some trustworthy, reliable individuals came to me and informed of his situation, 
and I am free of him and everything I have said in the past I take back. Therefore, if 
(and when) I ever see him again, I am intending to give him the strongest of 
admonitions!” 


Those who were in the hospital room and heard this were: 
e Mustafaa George, from Brooklyn, NY and student at the Islaamic University of 
Al Madeenah. 
e Ageel Ingrahm, from Neptune, NJ and student at the Islaamic University of AF 
Madeenah. 
e Yusuf Bowers from Birmingham, England also a student in the University. 


> Another clear ruse performed by Abu Muslimah himself was the treatise 
he was requested by Shaikh Mugbil explaining his aqeedah and manhaj. 


Abu Muslimah did bring a ‘treatise’ to the shaikh and with his name on it but the 
reality is that it was a plagarism!_As the heir of Shaikh Mugpbil's students and camp, 
Al-Muhaddith, Al-Faqeeh Shaikh Yahyaa Al-Hajooree, may Allaah preserve him - 
stated when he saw it [the treatise]: 


"This is the aqeedah of Abool Hasan Al-Misree, Al-Ma'ribee!" 
This 'treatise' had on the front cover: 


Written by the Director of the Islaamic Center of America/Imaam of 
Masjidu Ahlis Sunnah, Abu Muslimah, Abullaah Tawfeegq As -Salafee, 
Al-Amreekee! 


A photocopy of the original Arabic text of this so-called letter of repentance is 
available for all those who desire to see it. 


In fact, in his so-called paper of aqgeedah of which is in the possession of Shaikh 
Abdullaah Al-Bukhaaree in Al Madeenah, he mentions the following list of people as 
his shuyookh: 

Zaid Shakir, the Soofee from Connecticut, who has been seen in more than one 
occasion leading the circles of dhikr in New Mexico and Syria, Anwar Abdul 
Muhaymin from Philadelphia, PA, who is a haafidh of the Book of Allaah but wears an 
earring in his ear, promotes buying buildings for residency and masjids with interest, 
allows the playing of music during waleemahs and the like, and calls the people to the 
Maalikee madhhab and says it is permissible to bow to one’s sensei (the karate teacher) 
for the better good to learn the martial arts in preparation for Jihaad and Sa’d Al-Burayk, 
the Qutubee well known for his association with the Ikhwaanees! Also among his 
teachers according to him is Muhammad Sayyid Adly, who recently has made a 
challenge to anyone — scholar or otherwise — to prove that using the term salafee is 
anything but a bid’ah and it is not necessary to call oneself that! 
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Another one of his clear acts of deception and lies, not to just the common Muslim but in 
the faces of the People of Knowledge, is recently (May 2002) some brothers while 
performing the Umrah visited Shaikh Abdullaah Al-Bukhaaree who told them that 
during the Hajj of this year (2002) he tried to help straighten out the affairs of Abu 
Muslimah. So he set up a meeting with him and some of the shuyookh of AFKMadeenah. 


Abu Muslimah did not show up. When the shaikh called Abu Muslimah asking him 
why he had not made his appointment he said that Abu Muslimah told him he was sorry 
and the reason for his absenteeism was that he had just returned from another meeting 
with Shaikh Abdur Razzaaq ibn Abdul Muhsin Al-Abbaad. When Shaikh 
Abdullaah Al-Bukhaaree spoke to Shaikh Abdur Razzaaq about the meeting of which 
Abu Muslimah had attended, Shaikh Abdur Razzaaq confirmed that there was a 
meeting scheduled but that Abu Muslimah never showed up! 


In his feeble attempt and sticking to his position that the Ulamaa such as Al-Muhaddith, 
Al-Muftee, Al-Usoolee, Al-Faqeeh, Al-Aabid Al-[maam Abdul Azeez ibn Abdullaah 
ibn Baaz, Al-Muftee, Al-Usoolee, Al-Fageeh, Al-Imaam Muhammad bin Saalih Al- 
Uthaymeen may Allaah have mercy on them all, were not Salafiyyoon but rather 
Hanbalees, * sticking tenaciously to the Hanaabilah mathhab.

Aboo Hammaam,

1995 and after mentioning a lengthy number of noted scholars from the era of the

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Sahaabah, the Taabi'oon, their students down to our contemporary times including 
mentioning their statements concerning Hijrah, Abu Muslimah - may Allaah guide him 
and return him to the correct manhaj of which he was never upon, the Manhajus Salafee - 
he says: 


"Muhammad As-Saaboone *’ and ...uh...he has a few books out mostly on tafseer. And 
the People of Islaam [i.e. the People of Knowledge] have...uh...refutations on 
Muhammad As-Saaboonee because of his aqeedah at any rate he is a scholar of 
Islaam and he is a scholar of tafseer and...uh...outside of his problems - Al- 


Hamdulillaah, he has correct statements on Islaam and the Ulamaa. 


And I've read - Al-Hamdulillaah - a few of the refutations against his books of tafseer 
and this isn't one of the points that they [the People of Knowledge] refuted him on!" 


Then Abu Muslimah chuckled as though he knew he was doing something that was 
contrary to the Salafee manhaj! 


This paragraph may be looked at from about four angles with regards to serious 
deviations from the Manhaj of the Salaf: 


> He has engaged himself in the issue of A-L-Muwaazanah of which the evil of this 
bid’ah has been elucidated upon by a number of Ulamaa like the Imaam of AI- 
Madeenah, Shaikh Abdul Muhsin Al-Abbaad, Shaikh Saalih Al-Fawzaan, 
Shaikh Naasiruddeen Al-Albaanee, Shaikh Bin Baaz, Shaikh Al-Uthaymeen, 
Shaikh Ubayd Al-Jaabiree and others from the present day Imaams of the Salaf. 


As Shaikh Saalih Al-Fawzaan has stated when he was asked about mentioning the good 
points of someone of innovation - out of justice and fairness - and was this methodology 
in criticizing correct and was it necessary to mention the good points when criticizing?" 
So he said: "When the one who is being criticized is from Ahlus Sunnah wal Jamaa'‘ah 
and his mistakes are issues not related to aqeedah, then yes. his good points and 
exceptional [qualities] are mentioned. His mistakes and slips are overwhelmed by his aid 
of for the Sunnah. But when the one being criticized is from the People of Misguidance 
and the People of Deviation and from the People of Destruction and Adulterated 


Principles, then it is not permissible for us to mention their good points - when he has 
good points - because when we mention them, this deceives the people and makes them 


hold a good opinion about this strayer or about this innovator or deviant or hizbee" 


'’ This As-Saaboonee is not to be confused with the great imaam, Aboo Uthmaan Ismaa'eel Abdur 
Rahmaan As-Saaboonee who was born 373 A.H. and died 449 A.H. May Allaah have mercy on him 
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He went on to say: 


"So then they accept the ideas of this strayer or this innovator or this biased partisan. 
And Allaah, Jalla wa ‘Alaa refuted the Disbelievers, the Criminals and the Hypocrites 


and did not mention any of their good points. And likewise the Scholars of the Salaf 
refute the Jahmiyyah and Mu 'tazilah (of whom Muhammad Alee As-Saaboonee is 


from) and the People of Misguidance and they never mention any of their good points. 
This is because their good deeds are impaired by the misguidance, disbelief, deviation 
and hypocrisy. So it is not befitting that you refute a straying wanderer, innovator, 
deviant and then mention his good points and that you say he is a good man, he has 
this and that good point, but he made a mistake! 


We say to you your praise of him is stronger than his misguidance, because the people 
will hold on your praise of him. So when you promote this straying innovator and you 

praise him then you have deceived the people and this opens the door for accepting the 
ideas of those who go as tray!” 


> He included Muhammad As-Saaboonee among the Ulamaa without any 
clarification or distinction of what type of aalim from the Ulamaa he is! 


There is no doubt that Muhammad Alee As-Saaboonee - may Allaah have mercy on 
him, forgive him and pardon him - is one of the Ulamaa but let it also be known that he 
was one of the well known evil Ulamaa (like Yusuf Al-Qardaawee) proponents of the 
Ash'aree/Mu'tazilah creed and his 'problems' - as Abu Muslimah plays them down to - 
range from the distortion of Allaah's names and attributes to the ascription of beliefs and 
methodologies to Ahlus Sunnah that they are free from! 


As for the refutations on Muhammad As-Saaboonee, then there are to date about 
twenty (20) lengthy essays many containing extended comments warning every 
muslim in general and student of knowledge in particular to stay away from taking 
from him and his books or even referring to them because of the mixture of truth 


with falsehood, fallacious transmissions with correct ones found therein! 


We find Muhammad As-Saaboonee in his writings violating the scholastic 
responsibility, mixing the Aqeedah of Tawheed with that which negates or opposes it, 
and his clear ignorance of the Authentic Sunnah! 


> By citing As-Saaboonee, Abu Muslimah steers the common, unaware Muslim 
towards him. For the manhaj of the Salaf was to oppose those types of individuals 
and refute them. As we find the imaams of the Salaf saying it is included from 
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among the punishments of the innovators that we don't mention any good about 


them. 


In fact, we find our esteemed shaikh, Shaikh Usaamah ibnu Abdil Lateef Al-Qoosee 
stating in one of his classes of tafseer when commenting on an aayah from Soorah 
‘Aalee Imraan: 


" Indeed the abridged tafseer of [Muhammad Naseeb] Ar-Rifaa'ee is among the finest 
books of tafseer [Ibnu Katheer] in these latter centuries. 


And most definitely the abridged tafseer of As-Saaboonee is from among the worst 
books of tafseer and of those that are errant!" 


> Abu Muslimah's statement: "at any rate"... implies that he knows better than 
those Ulamaa who have warned against the likes of As-Saaboonee or that he does 
not give any regard to what they have said! 


This makes sense, since he has already said: “they’re men, just like we’re men!” 


** His erroneous Figh conclusions. 


> His view that a woman can travel with a child as the mahram and if she does then 
she has fulfilled the command of the Prophet Muhammad. 

> Inevery school in the world the management and control of children is always a 
tedious one and the Muslim schools are no different. But, in Madrasatu Ahlus 
Sunnah, Abu Muslimah brings a ‘newly invented’ twist to crowd control. 
Because some of the boys play up until the time of the iqaamah, thus delaying and 
up tying general programming function of the school he has instructed the 
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principal of the school to have the children perform their Salaatudh Dhuhr without 
being in a state of wudoo, then perform the prayer again at the time of Salaatul 
Asr at the end of the school day! When confronted for an evidence for this he 
retorted that he had none! This makes one wonder about a statement that he made 
on a tape that is available for any and everyone to hear where he said: “How can 
someone be salafee, trustworthy and upright and they say that I’m calling to 
other than Alaah’s Book and the Sunnah of the Messenger and the way of the 
Sahaabah!” 

> One time when he was at the Germantown Masjid and the time of salaah came, 
the brothers asked him to lead the salaah. He refused saying that there was a 
hadeeth in the Sunan of Aboo Dawud that states that the traveler (in this case him) 
could not lead the resident (in this case the brothers from Philly) in prayer. Later 
on, one of the brothers who happened to have been there, who was Abool Hasan 
Maalik Al-Akhdar said while in Yemen at Shaikh Mugbil’s camp he learned 
that the hadeeth Abu Muslimah was using concerned a man leading someone in 
his own house without his permission! 


On many occasions the people who follow their own desires will utilize weak or forged 
narrations. Sometimes they don’t know that they are weak and but many times they do 
and use them anyway to support their position. Nonetheless, it is not permissible to use 
them for the dangers in doing so have the potential harms of doing so can be catastrophic, 
to say the least. There is a story of which Abu Muslimah used in a lecture (the name of 
the tape in Philadelphia was ‘Deception of the Germantown Masjid’ and in East Orange 
‘Exposing the Ignorant Yusuf Abdul Maalik’ [the former imaam of the masjid], narrated 
in the Musnadof Al-Imaam Ad-Daarimee #551, saying: 


Abdul-Wahhaab ibn Sa’eed informed us, that he said: It was related to us by Shu’aib 
(ibn Ishaaq), 

he said: It was related to us that Al-Awzaaee who said Aboo Katheer narrated: My 
father told me that: 


“I approached Aboo Dharr as he was sitting at Al-Jamaratul-Wustaa, and there were 
already people gathered around him seeking verdicts, and a man came to him and 
stood next to him and said: 

"Weren't you prohibited from issuing verdicts?"' Aboo Dharr lifted his head towards 
hjm, and said "Are you some kind of watcher over me? Even if you were to put a 
double-edged sword on this 
(as he pointed to the back of his neck). Then thought that I was going to get a 
word out, which I heard from Rasoolullaah, sallallaahu alaihi wa sallam before you 
could kill me, I would have already said it!" 


So those people who follow their desires (and want others to follow them also) claim that 


this story is a proof, that obeying the Ameer or Imaam isn't incumbent if he prohibits 
someone from giving verdicts or spreading knowledge and also opposing the ruler.

This narration was used by Abu Muslimah a proof that if the imaam is wrong then 
one does not have to obey him and also to justify speaking against the former imaam 


of the Germantown masjid in Philadelphia, which eventually resulted _in_his 
removal! 


Subhaanallaah! This story's chain is weak; it revolves around the narrator Marthad ibn 
Abdullaah AzZamaanee. Ibnu Hibbaan and AlI-‘Ijilee are the only two to have 
certified him as a narrator, 

but unfortunately for the hizbees like Abu Muslimah they (Ibnu Hibbaan and Al-Ijilee) 
are both well known (among the scholars of hadeeth) for being lenient or easy — going 
in regards to certifying narrators. Al-Imaam Adh- Dhahabee said: in his book (of Ak 
Jarh wat Ta’deel entitled) AFKMizaan volume 4, page 78: 


"He is unknown (feehe Jihaala)!""§ And rightfully so, because his son, Maalik Aboo 
Katheer, is the only one to narrate from him. Ibn Abee Haatim mentioned him in his 
book "al-Jarh wat-Ta'deel volume 8, page 299, without mentioning any flaws in his 
character neither concerning his | reliability, nor supporting hm by strengthening him, 
therefore he is unknown according to Ibn Abee Haatim. Then there is his son, Maalik 
who is also_an_ unknown narrator (or what the scholars of hadeeth call Majhoolul- 
Haal). Once again, Imaams Ibnu Hibbaan and Al-Ijilee are the only two to have 
certified him as a narrator. No one else has narrated from him except Aboo Zumail and 
Imaam Al-Awzaaee nor can they clarify his name Maalik just as it is in the book 
entitled At-Tahdheeb (14/4). 


Ibn Abee Haatim mentioned him in his book Al-Jarh wat-Ta 'deel (8/299), without 
mentioning any flaws in his character neither concerning his reliability, nor supporting 
him by strengthening him. He's also an unknown narrator according to Ibn Abee 
Haatim. Al-Bukhaaree related the saying of Aboo Dharr in his "Saheeh" as "mu’allag 
leaving out the entire story (1/1600) and Aboo Nu’aym narrated it in his book 
Hilyatul-A wliyaah (1/160) with this weak chain. 

Probably the most emphatic refutation to their (the Hizbees like Abu Muslimah’s) claim 
is what Ibnu Hibbaan (himself) in his Saheeh, # 5964: (The Book of Mortgages, 
Chapter: What Happens in the Times of Fitnah: an Explanation that in Times of Fitnah a 
man should hear and obey the one in Charge, as long as he does not order disobedience to 
Allaah” on the authority of Abdullaah ibnus Saamit with an authentic chain upon the 
conditions of Imaam Muslim. 

(Aboo Dharr came from Sham to Uthmaan and said: 

“O Commander of the Believers! Open the door so that the people can enter. Do you 
mistaken me for the people for the people who read the Qur’aan, and it doesn’t go past 
their throats?” I swear by the One whom my soul is in His Hands. If you ordered to sit, I 
would not stand, and if you ordered me to remain standing I would stand as long as my 
legs would allow me (to stand) and if you were to tie me to a camel, I wouldn't let myself 
go until you yourself would let me go!” Then Aboo Dharr sought permission to exile to 
Ar-Rabdhah, so he granted it to him...” 
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This story was also related by Ibnu Sa’d in his book entitled At-Tabaqaatul Kubraa 
(4/234) and by Ibnu Shibbah in his book Akhbaarul Madeenah (2/254-255) with 
authentic chains with the conditions of Al-Imaam Muslim. 


> His fighee opinion that a man may have sex with his wife while she is in a state of 
Iddah (during the first and second divorce) and it will not be considered breaking 
the ‘iddah. 


When the Muhaddith of Yemen, Shaikh Mugbil ibnu Haadee Al-Waadi’ee was 
asked this question: 


“O Shaykh! Is it permissible for a man who has divorced his wife, with the first or 
second divorce, such that she is in a state of lesser removal due to the first and second 
divorce, does he have the right in Islaamic law that he may have sexual intercourse 
during the waiting period, before the divorce comes to its end? 

Is it permissible for a man to have sex with his wife during this waiting period? 

The Shaikh’s response was as follows: 

“Yes (it is permissible for him to have sexual intercourse with her) if he intends to 
take her back to being his wife, then that is allowed for him. And Allaah the Perfect 
and the Most High says: 


“And bring two just men to witness it.” And that is the end of the aayah. 


That is: bring two witnesses to that, from among you. 


That is, when you take her back. Then the scholars say that this (having two 
witnesses) is something recommended. 


Therefore, if the man intends by this sexual intercourse which he has with the 
woman, that he is returning her as his wife, and he wants to make revocation with 
her by that action, then he may have intercourse with her. 


But, if he does not intend to take her back as his wife, then it is not allowed for him 
to have sexual relations with her, if he does not intend to take the woman back 


during the iddah period, then it is not allowed for him to have sexual intercourse 
with his wife and she will be dealt with as if she is other than his wife.” 


End of quote. 
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After hearing many of the errors and blasphemies of Abu Muslimah, Abu Uwais 
decided to make some comments. Among those comments was the statement of Abu 
Uwais concerning Abu Muslimah’s belief that it was permissible for a man to be 
sexual intimate with his wife during the “iddah of a first or second pronouncement of 
divorce as the falsity of such claim has been elucidated by our elder Shaikh Mugpbil. 
This belief of Abu Muslimah was elaborately explained a tape entitled ‘Ts it 
Permissible for a Man to Have Sex with a Lady during the ‘Iddah Period?” On the 
tape entitled ‘Who’s making Fitnah in East Orange’ Abu Muslimah attempts to 
make a fool out of the noble daa’iyah, Abu Uwais Abdullaah Ahmad Alee. Hence, 
Abu Muslimah said: 


“The issue of having sex with a lady during the ‘iddah and (Abu Uwais’saying): 
“Where in the world did somebody get that?” 


I was amazed that the foolishness or stupidity of this brother (Abu Uwais) who 
claims to be knowledgeable and Dawud Adib is with him saying that he is 
knowledgeable and even recommending him" and co-signing his efforts...uh...he 
(i.e. Abu Muslimah himself) mentioned (in that) lecture Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ee’”’, 


#8 Compare this recommendation of Abu Uwais As-Salafee to teach in their school with the 
recommendation from Bilal Philips for Khidr Lawrence whose condition has been briefly outlined! He is 
the same Khidr who placed at least one of his sons — if not both of them - in the JROTC or the Junior 
Reserve Officer Training Corps. This is a US military-run program for high school students of whom 
are taught by retired military personnel in thousands of high schools around America! 

'? Note: It seems as though Abu Muslimah was at it again. Here he says that he quoted Imaam Ash- 
Shaafi’ee’s opinion i.e. it is permissible for a man to have sex with his wife during the iddah period. But on 
closer examination, we see that Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ee’s position was the total opposite! After discussing 
the ‘iddah of a woman whose husband dies and what she may or may not do during it, he then moved on to 
talk about a woman who is divorced by her husband, and what he and she are allowed to do while she is in 
that state. The author (Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ ee himself) says: “He is not allowed to look at her nor her him, 
nor are they allowed to have sexually pleasure with each other, nor be alone with one another in any 
kind of way until he makes revocation, (that is, breaks the ‘iddah) for she is HARAAM for him the type 
of haraam[similar to] the final divorce until he breaks the ‘iddah! Then the Mujaddid of his time brought 
the following authentic athar (narration from the Salaf): “Al-Imaam Maalik informed us, from Naafi’, 
from [Abdullaah] ibn Umar that he divorced his wife while she was in the house of Hafsah. The road 
that he usually traveled to the masjid was that (same) road, so he used to (intentionally) take another 
road which happened t have been behind the houses out of dislike that he would (have to) ask 
permission from her causing him to have to break the ‘iddah!’’ Al-Umm, vol.5; page 257. 


On page 258 he said: “I find it as abhorrent that a woman whose husband has revocation in his hands 
(that she) be subject to being alone with him just as much as I hate for the woman (to be subject to being 
alone with) the man who does not have revocation in his hands, out of fear that he may (slip) and have 


sex with her before he breaks the ‘iddah!”’ 


From the statements of Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ee and the naked Abu Muslimah we might come to one of two 
conclusions: 

1. He did not check to see if Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ee really had that postion or not and just 
accepted whomever or whatever was his source, and therefore is guilty of the same thing that 
he accuses some of the Salafees of, that is, blind following. 

2. He knew that Imaam Ash-Shaafi’ee never said that in the first place, and therefore invented a 
lie upon him just to strengthen his personal position among his gullible followers! So as the 


he. 


Imaam ibn Hazm and other people I quoted of that position and then (Abu Uwais) 
said where are the scholars who say that? He just quoted them! Subhaanallaahul 
Adheem! Whoever had the tape or was at the lecture (I gave that evening) said I 
quoted who? 


(So, Abu Uwais) said,(ok then) who’s (from among the People of Knowledge today) 
on Earth living (that has that position)? (So, I Abu Muslimah say) Once you quote 
the people of the past it’s sufficient because the people living have one of two 
choices either to say the same thing the people of the past said, and be o.k. or make 
up something new, and every newly invented matter is an innovation and every 
innovation is astray and every astray is in the Hell-Fire. 


At any rate, if you wanted (me) to say (for the sake of argument who) from some of 
the people (of Knowledge) who are living (who has this position) was our shaikh 
Muhammad ibn Abdul Magsood who visits” our masjid he is from among (the 
People of Knowledge) who say that if a man had sex with his wife during the ‘iddah 
period it doesn’t break the ‘iddah period unless he intends it and informs her of it!” 


** His errors in the Arabic language 


As we have already seen, is that as a part of Abu Muslimah’s tactics, is to use the 
minbar during Jumu’ah to denounce the people, thereby controlling them. If he finds 
a formidable opponent from among the People of the Sunnah, or wants to discredit 
them, he will use one of three methods: 


saying goes pertaining to the person who wants to be seen or heard in a controversial way; 
“He urinated in the Zam Zam wate well! For as we notice when listening to the lecture “Ts 
it Permissible to Have Sex with a Lady...”’ we never hear him actually say what Imaam Ash- 
Shaafi’ee said! 
°° Abu Muslimah’s usage of the word ‘visits’ instead of ‘visited us’implies something here that he 
visits frequently. That is, when Shaikh Muqbil asked him did he invite Muhammad Abdul Magqsood to 
his masjid he answered: “We did not invite him but rather he was visiting another masjid in the area 
and just stopped by!”’ Liar, liar, thowb on fire! For it is clear he’s a man of desire! 
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1-Explictly or implicitly mentioning their sins or implying that they have them 
without mentioning them. The latter in a manner similar to the prosecuting attorney 
who knows that his statements of taint having nothing to do with the case but when 
mentioned it leaves a permanent crease in the minds of the jurors, causing suspicion, 
and therefore mistrust of the individual who might be coming with the truth! For 
example, so and so does not take care of his family, or he was guilty of stealing or 
using drugs or even zinaa, may Allaah protect us from all of this and purify our souls! 


2- Another one is to say that the person does not know the Arabic language. This has 
done a few individuals, like Abu Uwais Abdullaah Ahmad Allee. In fact, on 
more than one occasion he has said — and attaching the Wallaahe phrase to it - that 
Abu Uwais doesn’t know the letter alif from baa! What could be further from the 
truth? In fact, during his talk entitled “Who’s making Fitnah in East Orange” he 
said ”...and we were here ourselves and we listened to one of the tapes when he 
(Abu Uwais) said “Layta sha’ree!’ i.e. “Woe to my hair!’ Wallaahe, it was so 
funny, I said to the brothers here who were Arab, tell me what was the mistake so 
I don’t have to seem like I’m twisting something up?” A brother stood up and 
said: “He probably meant to say ‘Layta shi’ree’! (Abu Muslimah continues) 
“What does it mean?” i.e. “If I only knew!” So the people supporting his tapes, 
who know him and know about him, then we feel sorry for those people as they 
all seem to be around this plot in order to keep us from getting to the truth...” 


It is true what the Arab brother said, “He probably meant to say ‘Layta shi’ree’! But 
the manner that Abu Muslimah has brought this to the people’s attention is to 
demean him. Anyone and everyone — and we don’t glorify anyone after Allaah — who 
knows Abu Uwais, knows that possesses skills proficient enough to not only translate 
with precision for the Ulamaa and shuyookh in general, but that he also reads their 
books with ease! Additionally, the mistake that he made is a common mistake having 
nothing or very little to do with Islaam. On the other hand, if we wanted to cite some 
of Abu Muslimah’s mistakes regarding the Arabic language, we could bring 
numerous examples all of them dealing with the aayaat from the Qur’aan and the 
hadeeths from the Sunnah either withslips of the tongue or translation errors! 

We present a few just as example: 


In many, if not most of his renditions of Khutbatul Haajah pertaining to the aayah: 


“Yuslih lakum a’maalakum wa yaghfirlakum dhunoobakum...” the meaning of which 
is: “He will direct you to do righteous good deeds and will forgive you your sins...” 
He instead says “Yus/ah lakum a’maalakum...we also find him sometimes saying 
“Fa inna asdaqal hadeethi Kitaabullaah, wa kharw] Hudaa instead of saying “wa 
kharal Hudaa...” 


When the Mu’adhdhin called the Iqaamah one day for the salaah, we find him 


sometimes saying: 
“...Fa inna taswiytus Saff min tamaamus Salaah!”’ 
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“For surely the straightening of the row is from the perfection of the prayer.” 


instead of the correct statement from the Prophet which is “...Fa inna taswiytas Saff 
min tamaam¥s Salaah” These mistakes or slips of the tongue made by our brother — 
may Allaah guide him and us — or much more serious and graver than those he cited 
regarding Abu Uwais. For those committed by Abu Muslimah dealt with the Book 
of Allaah and to that we have the interpretation of the meaning: “And those who 
recite it (the Qur’aan) with the proper reading then they are those who believe in 
it...”” Sooratul Baqarah [2:121]. As for the hadeeth, then the great scholar of Islaam 
and Arabic language, Al-Asma’ee said: 


“That which is the most fearful to me (of the things that I fear most) for the student 
of knowledge is him not knowing grammar (well), so that he will (wind up) being 
included among the people of whom the Prophet said: 


“Whoever lies upon me intentionally let him occupy his seat in the Hell-Fire!”’ 
because — the Prophet — wasn’t a barbarian i.e. obscure speaker of the Arabic 
language nor one who had grammatical mistakes in his speech so when ever you 


relate from him and make grammatical mistakes, then you have lied on him!”’ 


Again on the tape entitled “Statements from the Ulamaa concerning Hijrah” trying to 
quote Shaikh Al Albaanee and the many beneficial things he learned from his father 
he said that the Shaikh said there were two things that he benefited the most and one 
of them was “‘utilizing his time well’. In reality, the correct translation of Shaikh AF 


Albaanee’s statement was “learning how to repair watches!” 


What a gross error in translation of the original Arabic from our esteemed Shaikh, for 
someone who brags that he is fluent in the language, while swearing by Allaah that 
others don’t know the letters alif from baa! 


In fact in his so-called aqeedah that he plagiarized from Abool Hasan Al Ma’ribee — 
may Allaah guide him and us — Shaikh Abdullaah AF Bukhaaree said he had found so 
many grammatical errors he to stop circling them with his red pen! 


** His opposition to the Manhaj of the Salaf with his belief that sin 
(and those who commit them) is more atrocious than innovation 
and his leaning towards the methodology of the Khawaarij, that 
even if a man repents his trustworthiness never returns to him 


One of the clear indications of Abu Muslimah’s incorrectness of ageedah and manhaj is 
his wavering back and forth between the Khawaarij and the Mu’tazilah regarding people 
who commit sins or have been accused of committing them (especially if they are 
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salafee) and his shunning, boycotting, defaming and more importantly not accepting them 
even after they have repented for their crimes. 


Additionally, we find him preferring those of hizbiyyah, deviations and innovation over 
those of salafiyyah and even admitted that this was the manhaj of the Salaf! 


We find him not accepting the salafees narrations and encourages his followers not to 
accept their narrations if they have committed or are accused of committing sins! In spite 
of this, we find one of the closest associates and friends to Abu Muslimah and Haneef 
Muhammad (who is the Business Manager and left hand man to Abu Muslimah) 
obtaining approximately $32,000 USD worth of books from Dar-us-Salam Book 
Publishers and Distributors located in Riyaadh, Saudi Arabia and not returning the money 
nor the books! 


This incident was not brought in to the general public’s attention during a khutbah or 
Friday night lecture, in fact it was swept under the rug and to add insult to injury that 
person was still allowed to conduct business with the masjid and in fact was solicited to 
do so by Abu Muslimah and Haneef Muhammad! 


On another occasion, which was recorded on tape and sold at their bookstore, when 
talking about some of the salafees, Abu Muslimah said Allaah would not accept their 
tawbah, then in the same breath saying He might, then he said: 


“Allaah may have accepted their repentance and you all might accept it, but I don’t 
have to!” 


Compare the following statements of some of the Ulamaa of Ahlus Sunnah — both past 
and present - with the statements of this scallywag, Abu Muslimah. 


Al-Khateeb Al-Baghdaadee says in Al-Kifaayah fee ‘Ilm Ar-Riwaayah (pg. 132), 
“Anyone who it is established that he committed anything from the above mentioned 
major sins or what is along their lines like the drinking of intoxicants, acts of 
homosexuality, or what is like them, then his trustworthiness is lost and his narrations 


are rejected until he repents.” 


Al-Muhaddith Ahmad Shaakir says in Al-Baai’th Al-Hatheeth (1/306),”' “The 
narrator who is criticized because of Fisq (sin, transgression), if he repents from his 
sin and his trustworthiness becomes known [again] after his repentance, his narrations 


are accepted again after that and this is with respect to every kind of Fisq except lying 
in the narrating of Hadeeth...”

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In our times, one of the two Imaams of Ahlus Sunnah, Shaikh Muhammad 
Naasirudeen Al-Albaanee had the opinion that even if a person lied on the Messenger of 
Allaah his narration after his repentance could be accepted!
